ENGAGEMENT WITH CERVERA'S 


FLEET EXPECTED HOURLY 


^ .Washington, May 30—Special—There is little anxiety 


here on account of the rumored friendship of Germany for 
Spain 
It is not doubted that the emperor and a majority of 


his ministers would like an opportunity to aid the dons, but 
the sympathies of a jjreat majority of the people are with the 
United States, and it is believed that a governmental alliance 
with Spain would result in revolution. Nearly every family 
In Germany is lepresented in the United States, and the in- 
fluence of the German-Americans is felt throughout the em- 
pire. While the regard of the German people for their 
ruler is strong, it is not strong enough to assure their loyalty 
for him if he should take sides with Spain against a country 
in which so many Germans have found congenial homes and 
opportunity for their own advancement.* Germany, it is be- 
lieved; Avill maintain a strict neutrality, or at least will refrain 
from open manifestations of sympathy with Spain.

CAMARA'S FLEET NOT IN A CON- 


DITION TO LEAVE CADIZ 


ADMIRAL CERVERA, 


A Battle Expected. 


Washington, May 30—Special—The navy department 


having announced last night that dispatches have been re- 
ceived from Schley stating that he had located and recogniz- 
ed the Spanish fleet in Santiago bay, important developments 
may be expected hourly. Schley has been given the fullest 
latitude in the exercise of his personal judgment. Reports 
from Kingston, Jamaica, therefore, that he is preparing to go 
into the harbor after Cervera are fully credited. 


Will Hold the Philippines.
